OTTAWA, April 26.—(CP)—The Ottawa Journal said 
yesterday in a newspage story the Dominion government had

The Dominion had declined to 
retire from taxation on gasoline, 
electricity, amusement, telephone, 
telegraphs, pari mutuels and stock 
transfers; had expressed readiness 
to give an undertaking not to tax 
real property or automobiles but 
would not go beyond that and had 
refused to undertake financing of 
old age pensions as a matter of 
right to persons between 65 and 69

“shot dead in cold blood”, 

THE COMMUNIQUE said the at- 
tack was “designed to cause maxi- 
mum casualties”, adding tgat the 
task of bringing medical assistance 
to the wounded was hampered seri- 
ously by the fact that all roads ap- 
proaching the police post were 
mined by the attackers. 

Thousands of British airborne 
troops were rushed to Tel Aviv to 
search for the raiders. Approxi- 
mately 50 extremists took part in 
the attack.

LONDON, April 26.— (BUP)— 
The St. James's Park bomb was 
detonated tonight with a roar 
that shook the windows of Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

THE BOMB, located at the 
foot of a 30-foot shaft under °St. 
James's Park lake, was touched 
off by Royal Engineer bomb dis- 
posal squads who had uncovered 
it. The 1,000-pound missile had 
been dropped on London during 
the blitz. 

The bomb was touched off by 
Lieut. D. H. Mellor, standing in 
an underground lavatory in the 
centre of the park. He pressed 
a plunger which exploded the 
bomb. 

No windows were broken in 
Marlborough House, home of 
dowager Queen Mary less than 
300 yards from the bomb and 
none appeared to have been 
shattered in Buckingham Palace 
where the Princess Elizabeth was 
in residence,

PARIS, April 26—(BUP)—Three 
fugitive American soldiers describ- 
ed as dangerous killers were cap- 
tured today after a running gun 
battle through narrow streets and 
over the rooftops in the Paris fin- 
ancial district. 

AN OLD FRENCHMAN was 
caught in the line of fire and 
wounded gravely and a French 
policeman suffered a bullet wound 
in a spectacular chase such as 
Parisians had not witnessed since 
the liberation. 

The gun battle near the Bourse 
was touched off when U.S. Army 
Criminal Investigation Department 
agents spotted the three fugitives, 
wearing military police uniforms, 
outside the Acme Newspictures 
office. 

CID men armed with submachine 
guns challenged the fugitives, who 
were armed with service awtomatics. 
The battle climaxed a two-weeks 
“blood feud” between the MP's and 
a gang of renegades. 

THE THREE SOLDIERS, one a 
negro, were believed to be mem- 
bers of a band which escaped from 
the Paris detention barracks April 
14. A military police spokesman 
| said all of them were “killers.” 

“They are dangerous men,” he 
said. “They have sworn time and 
again to kill every MP on sight.” 

CID men pounced on the negro 
when the challenged fugitives tried 
to flee. They beat him down in a 
hand-to-hand struggle. His face 
streaming blood, he gave up. 

The two white soldiers darted 
into nearby buildings and CID men, 
blazing away when their quarry 
appeared momentarily on rooftops 
and between buildings, swarmed in 
pursuit, One was captured after 40 
|minutes, and the other soon there- 
after,

Calgary has one taxicab per 900 of the 
population. In Edmonton the ratio is one 
cab per 1,000. 

The civic legislation committee learned 
this during a meeting at which Calgary cab- 
owners asked that no more licenses be is- 


sued. The committee refused to agree, and | 


the city solicitor said council had no power 
to deny applicants if they conform to the 
requirements as to responsibility and char- 
acter, 

The committee was not told that one cab 
per 900 cannot handle the traffic in Cal- 
gary. But it got first-hand information from 
one alderman that one cab per thousand 
people is not enough to meet the demand in 
Edmonton. He had visited this city recently, 
had called seven companies, and could not 
get a cab in less than half an hour. 

This conforms with the experience of Ed- 
monton people, and of other visitors to the 
city. Getting a cab which does not have to 
be shared with other people is a thing of the 
past. Getting a cab at all within reasonable 
time is a doubtful possibility when a train 
has to be caught. 

Perhaps one cab per 900 is all Calgary 
needs. One per 1,000 is not as many as Ed- 
monton needs. The cab shortage will be more 
acute as the holiday season approaches and 
summer travel develops. 


In Conference Again 


The fourth Dominion-Provincial confer- 
ence since August is under way at Ottawa, 
The delegates seem to be hopeful that an 
agreement will be reached, more hopeful 
than at the opening of any former session. 

When they met in February the prospects | 
of early agreement were blacked out by Pre- 
mier Drew's flat rejection of the Dominion 
proposals. Whether he has modified his posi- 
tion, or the proposals have been made more 
acceptable, will be known in due course. One 
assumption or the other would account for 
the expectation now that a bargain will be 
struck. 

It is to be hoped this expectation will be 
realized, because in the interval neivher the 
federal nor the provincial governments can 
chart programs with a clear understanding 
of the revenues they are to have, and the 
public services they will be responsible for. 
The provincial budgets which were brought 
down at the winter sessions of the legisla- 
tures were framed in the litht of this uncer- 
tainty, and the federal budget has been de- 
ferred until the outcome of the conference 
can be known. 

The wartime arrangements under which 
the provinces relinquished some of their tax- 
ing powers to the Dominion are due to expire 
during the present year, and unless an agree- 
ment is reached now a chaotic situation is in 
prospect, involving both federal and provin- 
cial administrations. 


The Right Attitude 


Meeting at Calgary, thé western section 
of the council of Canadian Beef Producers | 
went on record to this effect; “With the 
food shortage throughout the world what it 
is, and millions of Europeans on the point 
of starvation, this is no time for cattle pro- 
ducers to stage a delivery strike.” 

Not that the producers have not “legit- 
imate complaints” which they mean to press 
upon the Dominion Government. But they 
do not intend to hold out on the hungry peo- 
ple overseas because they think they should 
get more for their cattle. 

This is the attitude which Canadians of 
all classes and occupations should take. In 
the first place because the appeal of human 


need cannot be evaded nor alibied. And in | 


the second place because it will be sound 


long range business to see that the hungry | 


are fed. Those to whom we are giving food 
and selling food at less than world prices 
now are people to whom we hope to sell 
food in future—and they will remember how 
we dealt with them in their time of distress. 

The farmer shouldn't have to supply 
beef or any other food to overseas people at 
prices out of line with production costs or 
the prices of other commodities. But estab- 


lishing a price-balance is a question Cana- | 


dians will have to settle among themselves, 
The peoples overseas are not in position 
to do it, 

If farmers are to get parity prices for 
export food supplies, Canadians of other

Congress has taken care of this practice 
to relieve radio from Mr. Petrillo’s death 
grip. 

Now, it seems, the law-makers will have 
to devise some sort of a bill to protect the 
motion picture industry. For if: Mr. Petrillo’s 
members are to get $200 for a ten hour work 
week, it is going to cost motion pictures 
fifteen to twenty million dollars a year to 
meet the extortion. ‘ 

Legislation was passed last year to pro- 
tect high school orchestras from the insati- 
able avarice of Mr. Petrillo, who wanted to 
levy a fee on all such performances, But the 
motion picture industry, in Mr, Petrillo’s 
view, is another dish of tea, : 

“The trouble with those guys”, avers Mr. 
Petrillo, “is that they’re making too much 
money”. 


‘Misleading Title 


Sir Shuldham Redfern, secretary to the 
late Lord Tweedsmuir and to the Earl of 
Athlone during their terms in Canada, has 
been writing in the English newspapers that 
the term “governor-general” is misleading as 
applied to the King’s representative in Can- 
ada. 

Says Sir Shuldham: “It perpetuates a 
feeling of colonialism which ill accords with 
the present position.” 

This contention is undoubtedly right. Not 
only is the title ill-advised, but technically it 
is quite improper. 

When the governors-general of Canada 
represented the Imperial parliament, the 
term was perfectly correct, since they did 
perform some of the functions of governing. 
But since they have ceased to represent the 
British parliament and represent only the 
King, they have a reigning function but not 
a governing function, 

Under these circumstances, the term 
“viceroy” would not only be more proper 
but, as Sir Shuldham Redfern suggests, | 
would indicate Canada’s sovereign status, 

The average Canadian is not unduly| 
sensitive about the niceties of official ter- 
minology in these matters. Nor is it anything 
but ludicrous to suggest that his spirits are 


inferiority inherent in such misnomers. 

Nevertheless, these mistakes in termin- 
ology sometimes cause embarrassment in 
that they perpetuate the notion, 
among Americans and other visitors, that 
Canada in some way is subject to Great Brit- 
ain and is not a full-fledged sovereign and/| 
independent state, allied to Britain only 
through the Crown. 

Under the Statute of Westminster, Can- 
ada is formally a “kingdom” and the King’s 
representative in Canada is formally a 
“viceroy”. 

These proper and suitable terms should 
be put into common and official use.

Communists in Italy, France, Germany Where Movement Is 
Powerful Get Some Latitude From Moscow— 
Elsewhere Kremlin Pattern Is Adhered to

LONDON—Recently both Italian 
and French Communists have in- 
dulged in deviations from the 
Kremlin's “party line.” This seems 
to have perplexed some observers. | 
I have even seen it suggested in| 
some quarters that these deviations | 
indicate that Moscow's control of 
foreign Com- 
muntist parties 
is neither as rig- 
id nor as effec- 
tive as people 
had supposed. 

These devia- 
tions are not 
really as mys- 
terious as they 
seem. Within 3 
the broad long» CHURCHILL 
range strategy laid down by Mos- 
cow, there is plenty of room for 
local short-range opportunist tac- 
tics. Moscow's over-all strategic 
concept is very simple. Its long- 
range aim is a Communist world 
guided and dominated by Moscow. 
At the moment, the general instruc- 
tion to Communist parties all over 
the world is to give 100 per cent 
support, through thick and thin, to 
the policies of Moscow. But excep- 
tions to this general rule are al- 
lowed in the cases of Communist 
parties which have a_ genuine 
chance of obtaining control of their 
countries.

Party in Italy, though unlikely t 
win an outright majority at the next 
elections, is likely to be one of the 
two or three largest parties in the 
State.

Editor, Bulletin: The United 
Farmers of Alberta in common 
with other organizations in the 
Federaiion of Agriculture have 
played the game with the federal 
government in its policy of fighting 
inflation. We have recognized that

is losing control of the economy. 
The inevitable tendency of con- 
cessions is to give cause for de- 
mand on the part of others for 
balancing concessions. While there- 
fore, we have consistently drawn 
attention to the disabilities which 
agriculture in Canada was being 
called upon to endure, we have 
felt that any representations made 
by us on behalf of farmers as a 
class were reasonable and in the 
interests of the whole Canadian 
economy. 


It is with this in mind that we 
note with concern the situation 
which has developed in the cattle 
markets across the Dominion, i.e., 
packers on the one hand, appar- 
ently combining to depress prices, 
and farmers as a result refusing 
to deliver, and being advised to 
do so by livestock marketing 
agencies and farm organizations. 
In face of the dire need for food 
in Europe and other parts of the 
world this does not make sense. 

If the livestock producers of Al- 
berta are to continue to play their 
part in raising food for the people 
of Canada and for export, action 
is imperative by the Dominion 
authorities either to permit prices 
of beef to rise so that production 
and processing costs can be met; 
or to bonus producers -and pro- 
cessors so that both will be en- 
abled to function without loss.

Parliament and Radio 

Editor, Bulletin: A committee of 
parliament has been set up this 
year, as in past years, to deal with 
radio, This is right; bodies like the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, spending public money, must 
be subject to Parliament's super- 
vision, 

But the existence of a parlia- 
mentary committee to deal with 
radio is in itself not enough, The 
important thing is whether the 
committee possesses enough know- 
ledge, enough awareness about 
radio, to perform a public service, 
It is all very well for such a com- 
mittee to concern itself with CBC 
expenditures, with details of ad- 
ministration, with salaries. But 
what we think a wide section of 
the public would like to see would 
be a committee which would con- 
cern itself with. radio's wider im- 
plications, with its true place in our 
national life. 

It is now nearly a decade since 
radio in this country was inaugur- 
ated as a publicly-owned and na- 
tionally operated institution. Is 
it not now time to inquire whether 
the high aims and aspirations with 
which we associated its inaugura- 
tion have been adhered to? To try 
to find out whether radio's feet 
have been kept to the path upon 
which they were placed in the be- 
ginning? 

This radio committee of Parlia- 
ment might usefully begin its work 
by asking itself such questions, It 
might ask itself whether radio is 
still being developed as an instru- 
ment of national education, in the 
truest sense of the word, br wheth- 
er it is veering towards being a 
commercial institution, an orgal- 
Also, 
this committee might inquire into 
the relations of private radio sta- 
tions to the  nationally-operated 
radio—try to discover which, in 
numbers and influence, is subor- 
dinate to the other, 

Finally, the radio commitiee 
might try to discover whether the 
public prestige of radio is as high 
today as when it was first launch:

WASHINGTON, April 26—(AP) 
—The state department received 
from Moscow yesterday a statement 
of Russian policy on Manchyrian| 
industry which American officials 


regard as unsatisfactory, it was re-| 
ported on excellent authority last 
night. | 

The note came in response to an 
American message to the Russian 
foreign ministry early last month 
which asked the Russians what was 
going on in Manchuria, advised 
them what the Chinese said about 
it and in effect protested the Rus- 
sian actions and policies. 


YESTERDAY'S REPLY was re- 
garded by some authorities as vir- 
tually a rejection of the American, 
protest over the richest and most 
highly developed area in Asia. Oth- 
ers regarded the note initially as 
being “unsatisfactory” but studied 
it carefully for possible openings 
which could lead to a satisfactory 
solution of the Manchuria prob: | 
lem, The problem is fundamental | 
to future peace in Asia. | 

The United States in effect had 
accused Russia of removing all 
sorts of industrial equipment from 
Manchuria during the period of Red 
Army occupation. | 

The Russians were accused of 
having tried to work out exclusive 
ownership arrangements with China 
covering vital mines, power plants, 
and iron and steel industries. In a 
note in March China in effect con- 
firmed these charges. |

MONTREAL, April 25.—(CP)— 
Recommendation that a thorough- 
going study of “the whole matter 
of Dominion - provincial - municipal 
jrelations in the light of present day 
| conditions” immediately be institut- 
ed is made in a brief submitted by 
the Canadian federation of mayors 
and municipalities to the dominion-

IT URGES THAT, pending re.

2. The federal and _ provincial 
governments pay municipal taxes, 
or grants in lieu of such taxes, and 
local improvement or betterment 
charges, on all crown lands within 
municipal corporations.

Yet 
our ordinary life fs full of noise 
We have so much mechanical 
equipment in our homes, Our radio, 
as well as the neighbor's, may be 
turned to a terrifying volume of 
sound, Loud voices, sudden bursts 
of laughter, electric fans, rolls of 
thunder, these all fall on the sensi-| 3 
tive ears of a tiny baby and cause | 
him to jump, his arms to fly out 
and he cries. ’ 

IT 1S A MISTAKE to walk 
around on tiptoe trying to soft- 
pedal the ordinary noises of a 
household. Baby has to get used | 
to them, It is an even worst mistake 
to ignore the baby’s frightened re- 
actions to extraordinary noises. He 
should be spared them, 

WHEN HE 1S OLD enough to 
become hysterical at the sound of 
the vacuum sweeper his mother 
should make a real effort to erase 
that fear. Her own attitude will do 
as much to allay it as anything she 
says. Knowing the possibility of his 
fear she would do well to prepare 
him for it, by making a game of its 
use.
